Politics 1968 
In the Making 
Of A President 

Months ago, it was ob¬ 
vious that Presidential elec¬ 
tion year 1968 would be un¬ 
like any previous election 
year — from the standpoint 
of the behavior of candi¬ 
dates, issues and even cam¬ 
paign techniques. The vota- 
tility of the times made the 
prospect of a traditional 
campaign year exceedingly 
dim. Violence in- the cities, 
inflation, a governmental 
financial crisis, and the 
war in Vietnam have made 
the political game a deadly 
serious business with the 
ultimate responsibility for a 
wise decision resting on the 
shoulders of the voters. If 
ever the fate of a nation 
may be said to turn on an . 
election, this is the year 
that it could be so. 

The very grimness of 
campaign year 1968 was 
brought home to everyofie 
by the monumental tragedy 
of the Kennedy assassina¬ 
tion. Of Itself, coming as It 
did in the early weeks of 
the campaign, the assassi¬ 
nation brought everyone 
face-to-face with the fragile 
nature of human aspira¬ 
tions—individually and col¬ 
lectively. One aspecT of the 
election' that appears to be 
receiving more than the 
usual attention this year 
are the polls. There is a 
high degree of interest not 
only in the odds they give 
to different candidates but 
in how they operate and in 
how much they may influ¬ 
ence voting trends. 

Already the polls have 
helped shape candidate be¬ 
havior. According to reports, 
Mr. George Romney with¬ 
drew from the race on the 
strength of the polls, and 
the polls have been cred¬ 
ited with the decision of 
President Johnson not to 
run again. Newsweek maga¬ 
zine recently featured a 
lengthy analysis of the new 
science of polltaking. Like 
everything else in this so¬ 
phisticated day, the meth¬ 
ods have becoome Intricate 
almost beyond description, 
with the computer playing 
an important part in their 
findings. No matter what 
people may think of polls, 
they have become an estab¬ 
lished part of the democrat¬ 
ic process in the U. S. 

Many of the polltakers 
now include consultants 
and advisory assistants to 
candidates as part of their 
services. And, it appears 
most candidates shape their 
campaigns, at least in some 
degree, in response to polls. 
Some criticize the polls, as 
Newsweek puts it, . . for 
corroding the hard edge of 
political leadership. Poli¬ 
ticians, it is claimed, turn 
into parrots under the poll¬ 
sters’ prodding . . .” Others 
point out that the polls do 
no more than make a can¬ 
didate acquainted with the 
views of his constituents. 
Knowledge of what the pub¬ 
lic thinks, they say, is es¬ 
sential in a democratic 
system.

They have proven 
their dependability as ba¬ 
rometers of _ the p u b4 i c 
mood. And if their sur¬ 
roundings sometimes seem 
erratic, this reflects not 
their flaws but their faith¬ 
fulness to the inconstancies 
of public opinion itself." 

In spite of the growing 
dependence on polls and 
the Interest in the science 
of polltaking, the general 
instability in human affairs, 
as we all know, makes pro¬ 
jecting the outcome of the 
election an extremely rUky 
business. There is n© way 
the polltaker can measure 
the pulse of the hand of 
fate.

A $10 Haircut 

The National Observer 
starts off a feature article 
on inflation with “Haircuts 
for $10, minus tip. Food bill 
for a family of four: $115 a 
week. Cost of a ‘medium- 
priced’ car: $9,900. An aver¬ 
age - quality man’s suit, 
$250.” The Observer points 
out that such prices appear 
fantastic, but they are what 
we may expect to pay with¬ 
in a very few years if the 
present course of Inflation 
and the depreciation of the 
dollar continues unabated. 

Even more alarming than 
the steady advance of in¬ 
flation is the apparent in¬ 
difference of the people—or 
at least many of them—to 
what is going on. The (Db- 
server accounts for this in¬ 
difference by drawing at¬ 
tention to the fact that dur¬ 
ing the past 10 years, on 
the average, personal in¬ 
come for most people Ir: 
terms of purchasing power 
has kept ahead of infla¬ 
tion. Until very recently, 
most individuals have en¬ 
joyed a complacent ride on 
the inflation bandwago,n, 
but the day of reckoning is 
near. During the past two 
years, inflation — price In¬ 
creases—has been catching 
up to productivity. During 
the past two years, the pur¬ 
chasing power of the pay- 
check of a man with three 
dependents has declined. 

As The Chase Manhattan 
Bank of New York observes, 
"For m.iny Americans the 
apparent economic gains of 
the past two years have 
been only an illusion cre¬ 
ated by inflation.” The 
price of unlimited govern¬ 
ment spending is cheaper 
dollars and lower living 
standards. The remedy lies 
in bringing government 
spen'ing into line with tax¬ 
payers’ ability to pay.
